Among the topics recommend- 
ed for ! further study and later 
recommendations arc the .need 
for statc-wicje probation services 
to provide. pre-sentence reports to 
courts and community supervi- 
sion of persons, convicted of vio- 
lations of the law; the organiza- 
tion and responsibilities' of the 
Parole Board; and the estab- 



lishment of a State Commission 
onon Police Standards to -provide 
leadership to local police adminis- 
trations in the development .of 
personnel standards < plus - techni- 
cal consultation to local agencies 
in the development of .more ef- 
fective methods and programs. 

It also recommends the further 
study of the relationship between' 
State and local correctional pro- 
grams, and between the State De- 
partment of Corrections and the 
State Department of. Mental 
Health regarding the respective 
responsibilities of the care of 
mentally ill convicted persons^ 

Council Chairman Judge- Jos- 
eph Schneider, Magistrate of Cir- 
cuit Court, of Cook County in 
transmitting the report said, "Ef- 



fective law enforcement and the 
administration of justice requires 
the use of .all available- knowl- 
edge. This report attempts- to 
point out the ways in whlchthe 
law and the behavioral sciences 
can and must constructively work 
together to achieve a common 
goal." 

The Council also supported var- 
ious administrative programs, to 
divert persons away from ■ the 
criminal justice system into other 
treatment channels. 
. It recommends the establish- 
ment of detoxification services to 
which police could refer drunks 
instead of : ••- referring them ^ r 4p 
court.; the development of police 
specialists who eould make, appro- 
priate referrals to health and 



welfare agencies of persons In- 
volved In domestic discord \ or 
whose offense involves unaccept- 
able social behavior more than 
ferlminal actions; and the expan- 
sion of the program of half-way 
houses, work release centers, 
and. pre-release centers. 

The medical diagnostic ser- 
vice recommended for immediate 
legislative action would be avail- 
able primarily to courts, but 
qould be utilized by other agen- 
cies such as the police, States 
Attorneys, defense counsel, and 
probation departments. 
, In Cook County the Circuit 
Court is provided with diagnostic 
reports by the Psychiatric Insti- 
tute and the Cook County Behav- 
ior Clinic, Downstalc courts 
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have no comparable services. 
These agencies, would be ''ab- 
sorbed in a new State facility, 
according to the Council's pro- 
posal,' which would be under Slate 
authority, but administered on a 
decentralized basis. 

It also. would be State financed, 
enabling each County > to utilize 
services comparable to those 
which how cost' Cook County 
some $500,000 annually. The 
Council recommends . that" it be 
administered by the Stale De- 
partment of Corrections. 

The establishment of a State 
Department of Corrections to suc- 
ceed the present Department "'of 
Public Safety^ had^becn. recom- 
mended 'by Governor Ogilvie and 
by other groups such , as the 



Council on Stale Government in 
Illinois, the John . Howard Asso- 
ciation, the Welfare Council of 
Metropolitan Chicago and others. 

A Stale Department of Law En- 
forcement with', responsibility for 
non-correctional programs now 
adminlstcrd.by the Department of 
Public .Safely would be estab- 
lished at the same time. 

Police malic a diagnosis of 
sorts as to whether a person is 
believed to be in heed of mental 
treatment. Under present proce- 
dures, if police feel u- person 
needs mental treatment they 
charge him with an ordinance 
violation and hold him in the 
County Jail until the Court can 
order an~examination. - 

This often is inhuman and un- 



suitable 'treatment of the Indi- 
vidual, places a burden on: the 
County Jail which is not equip- 
ped to deal with such persons,' 
and clutters up court dockets un- 
necessarily. 

. The Council feels it would be 
much preferable to give police 
the authority to take a person to 
a mental health facility where a 
psychiatrist would examine him, 
decide whether mental treatment 
is indicated and- initiate proper 
referral procedures for care. 

The Council, authorized by the 
legislature, was 'appointed in 
January; 1066 to .formulate "a 
comprehensive plan for the de- 
velopment, through the utiliza- 
tion of all resources, public. and

- -The, Department of Defense has 
tentatively *t!ccTdeU~tp-~!ocate^an 
anti-ballistic, missile site in- the 
12ih • Congressional District — 
about five miles south of Liberty-

-While most of Jlici 250- acres 
which the missile' site will 'occupy 
was used, until recently, as n 
"Nike'- missile base," the Im- 
pending deployment oLthe more 
sophisticated "sentinel" missile 
system at this-' location has 
caused justifiable concern to resi- 
dents in the surrounding and 
nearby areas, " '■ •" 

The government's most knowl- 
edgeable civilian and military 
experis have given assurances 
that the nuclear warheads with 
which (he defensive missiles will 
be fumed arc incapable of being 
dclqnatcd except at great dis- 
tances, from the ABM- site itself. 
While the details regarding the 
operation— including the detona- 
tion of the defensive ABM system 
—arc classified (secret), -no, rea- 
son has been presented for' doubt- 
ing the accuracy of the Govern- 
ment's assurances. Other "ex- 
perls" have offered no convinc- 
ing evidence of danger - from" a 
possible "accidental" nuclear, ex- 



plosion. Indeed, In the Whole his* 
tory of I nuclear research and de- 
velopment there has never been 
an accidental nuclear explosion. 
Still, this does not mean that 
there . could not' be some danger 
from the mere presence of wea- 
pons armed with nuclear war- 
heads. 

One such danger Is that an 
ABM defense base will be a tar- 
get for enemy missiles. By zero- 
ing In such an 'ABM. installation, 
the risks to the nearby communi- 
ties arc increased. However, the 
military experts claim that this 
entire metropolitan area of Illi- 
nois Is already a major target for 
enemy attack. The purpose of a 
sentinel ABM system Is to pro ; 
vide maximum- "defense" against 
an enemy nuclear attack. If by 
removing the defense system to a 
location "remote" from the met- 
ropolitan area its' effectiveness 
will he reduced.' It would seem 
most unwise to' take such a step, 
Still, the necessity of locating 
a permanent anti-ballistic missile 
site in the heart of a fast growing 
suburban area must be estab- 
lished . conclusively. Evidence 
Hint an equally effective job may 
be performed from a remote area 
(such as an Iowa corn field) 



ihUet be weighed «orefufly. 

These and probably other con- 
siderations deserve the earnest 
attention of this and other mem- 
bers of Congress. Indeed, the 
army plans to establish 15 such 
"sentinel" missile sites, all of 
which will require the approval of 
the Armed Services Committee 
of tne Congress. In addition, the 
ABM site near Liber lyvillc, and 
server al others, will have -to be 
submitted to the entire Congress 
for approval. 

A subject which Is not entirely 
relevant to - the Immediate con- 
troversy is the wisdom of the 
ABM defense system itself. Some 
contend that a program of de- 
fense- against enemy nuclear at- 
tack Is too expensive or 'that It 
revives the arms race. ' 

The- war strategy thus far has 
been to rely exclusively on the 
deterrent effect of "offensive" 
nuclear Weapons. Our nuclear 
war plan has contemplated the 
sacrifice of some ,20.10/30 mil- 
lion Americans who might die 
from, the enemy's, "first strike" 
—with the expectation that our 
retaliatory nuclear "offensive" 
would completely annihilate the 
enemy. '

The key factor in determining 
whether you have to file a Fed- 
eral income tax return is the 
amounLfif. your income, E. C. 
Goylc, Jr., Chicago's District DF 
rector of Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice, said today. 

Anyone under 65 years of age 
who has gross income of $600 or 
mfire for the year is required to 
file a return. This requirement 
applies to minors, students, single 
and married alike. 

If you are 65 or older on the 
last day of your lax year, no 
return is required unless your 
gross income was $1,200 or more. 
Even if your income is under 
these limits you should file a 
return to obtain a refund of any 
Income tax withheld from your 
salaries or wages.

Nearly 153,000 persons. in Illi- 
nois received food assistance 
through the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture's Food Stamp Pro- 
gram during November, accord- 
ing to Dennis M._ Doyle. Midwest 
district director of Consumer 
Food Programs. 

The tptal included 138,602 on 
public aid and 14,158 non-public 
aid recipients. This is a . one 
percent increase over October 
participation. 

During November participants 
in' 67 Illinois projects purchased 
more than $2.1 million in cou- 
pons and received bonus coupons 
worth nearly $834,000. This is a 
bonus average of $5.46 per per- 
son. 

In 391 Midwest projects, nearly 
676,000 persons were in the pro- 
gram during November. Total 
value of coupons ncarcd $13 mil- 
lion of which 32 percent was in 
bonus .coupons. The district 
bonus average was $6.10 per per- 
son. . 

. By participating in the Food 
Stamp Program, low-income fam- 
ilies can buy more food by ex- 
changing the amount of money 
they normally spend on food for 
coupons worth more, than they 
paid.

"Law enforcement . * agencies 
and others concerned with the, 
safe, expeditious' movement of' 
traffic also. get a chain reaction 
when they observe, drivers with 
snow tires and reinforced, tire 
chains moving steadily on glare 
ice, while those who do not ade- 
quately prepare for. winter cause 
most of our 'traffic snarls," he 
said. . ' ■ 

Klebe noted that the best tires 
for winter use are snow or. stud- 
ded tires which give more trac- 
tion than any other types of tires, 
according to tests conducted on 
all types. They are best for 
stopping in an emergency sucli 
as a street intersection or a rail- 



road crossing, usually "death 
stops" in" winter/ To point this 
up, tests conducted by the Na- 
tional Safety Council last winter 
showed , on average braking 
(stopping) distance of 149 feet 
from a speed of 20 mph. on glare 
ice for a passenger, .car equipped 
with, conventional tires. This is 
close to the braking distance re- 
ported by other agencies for 
speeds of CO mph under ideal 
conditions and on dry pavements. 

The tests 'also . indicated that 
studded tires on rear wheels pro- 
vided appreciably more. stop and 
go traction on ice, reducing brak- 
ing distances by about 19 per 
cent as Compared with a 50 per 
cent reduction using reinforced 
tire chains. '{•
